I lost a lot of blood when I was born 198 
years ago and a lot of people didn't think I was 
going to live. But I was a rugged little baby and 
I survived. 

I've had a rough life. But I've come 
through it all to still be the most powerful nation 
on this earth. 

Why, I remember when I was only 36 
years old my Mother Country England tried to 
pick a fight with me. It was my first real test on 
the battlefield with another country. 

Like most young kids though, I didn't 
really know what I wanted. I almost tore myself 
apart іп 1861. It was terrible. Brother fought 
against brother-father against son. 

But I came out of it a better country. I was 
united in. -. It was time to start

I 
worked and 1 sweated and part of me died. But 
by the time Į was 124 years old, I was one of the 

most industrialized nations in the world.

But it was way over in Europe-and, still 
being a young country, I had the foolish notion I 
could stay out of it. ` 

I was wrong. 

Before that First World, War was over, I had 
sent two million of my young men onto the 
battlefields of Europe. More than 100,000 of 
them never returned. But it seemed worth it 
then since this was the war to end all wars. 

How naive I was back then, Twenty years of 
uneasy peace followed. 

My great depression of 1929 caused me great 

„Pain. Millionaires became paupers overnight. 

It was a sad, sad sight, which incongruously 
was only fully lifted when the world was again 
plunged into war. 

The German war machine was at it again. 
Stilled in 1919, less than 20 years later, it ran 
rampant through Poland while the rest of the 

„ world sat by and watched. 
~ Once again I tried to stay out of the war in 
Europe. ‘But I wasn't so naive this time. I knew 
"the day would come when more of my young men 
would be sacrificed on foreign soil. 

Then, in the middle of my 165th year, my 
darkest hour came. On Dec. 7, 1941, without 

* provocation, I was attacked that early Sunday 
morning at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii.
